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Rwanda 

Our actions on Rwanda continue apace. Today, Dee Dee Myers 
announced at the White House that we are contributing $15 
million in aid to Rwandan refugees. Myers also announced John 
Shattuck’s trip, which will take him to Tanzania, Burundi and 
possibly Uganda to rally support to end the massacres. Among 
other stops, he plans to go to Arusha to meet with OAU head 
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Salim Salim. We have also prompted the ON High Commissioner for 
Refugees to send a team to the region. So far, they have 
agreed to send it as far as Burundi; we are working to persuade 
them to continue on to Kiaali ' 
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
